Let Soldiers Go To The Farms 

Berlin. — Far-reaching experiments | 
are being made in the German army 
in teaching the soldiers both practical 
and theoretical farming during their | 
service in the ranks.

and his friends knowledge and skill in 
all learning and wisdom. ‘‘Whatso- 
ever the Lord pleased that did He.” 
‘He doeth according to His will in the 
army of heaven and among the inhab- 
itants of the earth.” ‘He worketh 
all things after the counsel of His own 
will” (Ps, exxxv, 6; Eph. i, 11). 

These young men were chosen to 
stand before the king of Babylon 
(verse 5), but they never forgot that 
they always stood before a 
greater King, even the Lord, the King 
of Israel (Zeph. iii, 15). Their beauti- 
ful names signifying God is my judge, 
Jehovah is gracious, who is as God is, 
Jehoviah my keeper, might be covered 
by idolatrous names, but what men 
might call them, did not. affect their 
stending before God.

Tt is not so much the food we eat, 
either: as to ouantity or quality, as the 
blessing of God upon it. On one oc- 
casion our Lord taught that ‘‘not that 
which goeth into the mouth defileth a 
man,” and so Paul wrote. ‘I know 
and am persuaded by the Lord Jesus 
thet there is nothing unclean of itself” 
(Mett. xv, 11: Rom. xiv, 14). Ordin- 
arily we are to eat what is set before 
us. asking no questions, byt in Dan- 
iel’s case it was a matter of sanction- 
ing idolatry or standing for the true 
God, and when with us under any cir- 
cumstanees it. becomes a question of 
God or the devil there is only one 
thing to do. We eannot drink the cun 
of the Lord and the cup of demons (T 
Cor. x, 21). 

We are not to imacine that God gave 
them knowledge and ski!l in ‘all learn- 
ing and wisdom (verse 17) apart from 
study on their nart, whether it was 
the wisdom of Egynt of the wisdom 
from ahove, which is first pure, then 
neacenble, gentle and easy to be en- 
tronted (Ins. tii, 17). Some of us can 
almost imagine with whet relief and 
iny they would trrn from the hooks 
of Fevrt. ta the hook of law of. the 
Lord and how there would be fulfilled 
to them. “Blessed are they that hun- 
ger and thirst ofter richteousness, for 
they shall be filled.” The netural man 
can grasp’ the wisdom of this world, 
but the things of, God. knoweth no 
men. brt. the spirit of God. In his un- 
derstanding of visions and dréams also 
he would doubtless profit by the ex- 
perience of Joseph and the ability giv- 
en to him and to others. 

With what sublime confidence in 
God he said to the king in connection 
with his first dream that if time was 
granted to him he would show. the in- 
terpretation and how gloriously God 
honored his faith by revealing to him 
the secret, in a vision of the night 
(chanter ii, 16-19). See in chanter ii, 
28. 29. 47, how he honored God, who

also as the God of gods and a Lord of 
kings.

Facts About War. 

“The great twilight zone of modern 
civilization is the international area, 
and there should be such a meeting 
of national minds as would make law- 
lessness between two nations as dif- 
ficult and = reprehensive as crimes 
against a state. The international 
area must be civilized.” 

That is the vigorous statement 
made by Dr. James A. Macdonald, of 
Toronto, Canada, editor of The Globe, 

tector in the’ World Peace Founda- 


jon established by Edward Ginn, of | 


Boston, and it was uttered during 4 
discussion of the proposed arbitration 
treaty between the United States, 
Great Britain and France. Dr. Mac- 


| dénald thinks the submission of the 


treatly particularly timely, since this 
month marks the 100th anniversary 
of the outbreak of the war of 1812. 
Two years hence the centennial of 
peace between the two countries will 
be celebrated. 

“Do vou think so long a period of 
international amity would have been 
possible,” sontinued Dr. Macdonald, 
“had the 4,000 miles of Canadian 
frontier bristled with - fortifications 
and the Great Lakes been patrolied 
with battleships of the two nations? 

“The burden of armaments caused 
by the old uncivilized method of 
settling differences between nations. 
has become simply intolerable. This. 
waste,of revenue is one of the great- 
est obstacles in the way of large 
social reforms. There is necessarily 
a limitation in’ the amount of money 
that can be applied to internal im- 

rovements when a nation like Great 
Britain spends $350,000,000 a year on 
her war budget. ' 

“The warfare against ignorance 
and crime, and to advance the cause 


| of civilization, and enlightenment and 


human welfare, requires as much 
courage and self-sacrifice as are need- 
ed on the battlefield. Canada can- 
not afford the cost of war. I do not 
mean so much the money cost as the 
cost in men. We need all the brain 
and brawn, the courage and _patrio- 
tism of our people for the fields and 
shops and to carry om the work of 
government. 

“The same qualities of unselfish- 
ness and sacrifice that are drawn out 
and stimulated by war are needed in 
the fight against the foes of honest 
commercial and industrial life, the 
great organized and leagued forces of 
greed. The very term ‘captain of 
industry’ is taken from the military 
Yexicon, and perhaps unconsciously 
Teveals the belief that many. of our 

eatest corporations ure ‘organized te” 
efeat the interests of the pedple and 
to prevail at the expense of gut pub- 
ic welfare. pe 
u “One #7 Me things that haschaunt~ 
éd me, especially since I was in Eng- 
land last, is the reaction. off War on 
the life of the people. What wag true 
of Rome under the Caesurs and of 
France following the Napoleonic wars 
is true to-day. 
nation’s mankood has suffered. In 
Scotland I found it had been neces- 
sary to lower ihe physical require- 
ments three times within the last 
century to secure men to complete 
the regiments. 

‘In war the law of evolution—the 
survival of the fittest—works inverse- 
ly.
